The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following  terms 
and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  "Company",  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the  American 
Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authentic- 
ity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  for  a 
single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  numbered  item  in  the 
catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered  item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot" 
then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  suc- 
cessful bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the 
article  in  dispute.

BIOGRAPHICAL  NOTES 


EMANUEL  BOASBERG  (1866-1937)  of  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  was  a  well-known  art  collector,  who  took  an 
active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy 
and  the  Albright  Art  Gallery,  on  numerous  occasions  loaning 
articles  from  his  own  collection  for  exhibition  purposes.  He 
became  a  life  member  of  the  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy  in 
1924  and  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  in  January, 
1928,  remaining  a  member  until  his  death  on  June  21,  1937. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  also  a  Trustee  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Buffalo,  and  was  connected  with  numerous  other 
civic  and  philanthropic  institutions. 


FRANCIS  DAVIS  MILLET  (1 846-191 2)  was  born  in 
Mattapoisett,  Mass.,  of  old  New  England  stock.  He 
served  in  the  Civil  W ar  as  a  drummer  boy  and  was  graduated 
from  Harvard  University  in  1869;  engaged  in  newspaper 
work  and  studied  painting  in  Paris  and  Antwerp;  served  as 
war  correspondent  in  the  Russo-Turkish  War  of  1877,  being 
decorated  by  the  Czar  for  bravery  in  aiding  the  wounded  under 
fire.  He  was  a  mural  painter  of  note  and  executed  among 
other  works  decorations  for  the  Hudson  County  Court- 
house in  Jersey  City,  the  Custom  House  in  Baltimore,  and  the 
World's  Columbian  Exposition  at  Chicago  in  1893.  Exam- 
ples of  his  easel  paintings  are  contained  in  many  museums. 
Elected  a  National  Academician  in  1885,  he  served  one  or 
two  terms  as  Vice-President,  and  was  also  a  Trustee  of  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  New  York;  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  he  was  Director  of  the  American  Academy  at  Rome. 
He  was  married  in  Paris  in  1897  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Greeley 
Merrill  of  Boston,  and  perished  in  the  Titanic  disaster  in  191  2.

The  present  tapestries  apparently  belong  to  the  series  formerly 
in  the  possession  of  Viscount  Astor,  part  of  which  was  sold  at  Christie's  in  1921 
and  bore  the  Russell  arms.  These  may  be  identified  by  the  ivy-wreathed  pillars 
which  appear  at  the  sides  of  the  compositions.  The  identification  of  the  months 
given  by  Marillier  (vide  infra,  p.  65)  is  not  correct,  the  present  subject,  for  ex- 
ample, being  identified  by  him  as  July.
